to hire that the files pertaining to Lee Harvey Oswald's relations 
in Moscow, Russia, vith. two Cuban Ambassadors there , rare turned 
ever to the Castro brothers oa November 24, 1963, just tvo days 
after tire assassination. The message was dated Kovciao^r 24, 

19u3, and he received sane before the twelfth of December, 1363. 

Around the tine of its receipt, he gave the original 
of this part to Mrs. Karlada Arcnsberg of tire Caban Freedom 
Committee, 1737 H Street, H.U., Washington, D. C. He believed 
she petted, it on to an unknown government agency, adding that 
he believed she had contacts in the State Department, 



As will be recalled, ?o rtell- Vila did not have a copy 
of this part of the message and reconstructed it partially 
from memory. 

In an attempt to locate the original, Mrs. Kariada 
.‘-rensberg, executive Decretory of the Cuban freedom Committee, 
1727 H Street, M.W. , was contacted. She advised on May 25, 
1964, that she recalled a snail scrap of paper given to her some

Portell-Vila; that he told her that the r.assage sur rested 
that Oswald allegedly had contacts with Cub on -toons cohort in.
